THE PRESENT POLITICAL STATUS OF TIIE LIBERALS.
Ern Paro, Texas, orrorrrs Ern Paso, MExico,
January 24 —President Junrez and sulte arrwvti
in Bl Paso tirst about the 1ith duy of August
last, where they remaloed untid ihe 12th day of
November. 'The French entered Chihunahua
soon alter Jusrez departed, about six hundred
strong, commanded by Captam Billat,  The peo-
le ol El Paso d'd not recetve their distinguished
‘rerident in 0 mavpner becoring his rank and
gervices, but rather gave him the cold shonlder,
In fact, at that time there was considerable
French feeling here, assisted aud encouraged by
the resident curate, who, ot course, was thor-
oughly convinced of the justice of the French
invasion, and the stability of the Governinent by
them estabhished, A portion of the citizens,
including the family of the curate, left El Paso,
fearing the wrath of Juarez, and the latter was
spoken of in torms unot at sll complimentary.
Bhortly after the arvival of toe President and
suite quiet wus again restored, confidence re-
turned, and with 1t the fug tives who had so
preclpitately fled ong the appronch of liberal
prineiptes, The good order.which followed the
advent of the President, and rhe entire absence
of anything like revenge on hiz part, soon pro.
duced a remarkable change—the verv persons
who had been his revilers and trudneers became
his warmest admirers,

A change came o'er the spirit of their dreams
and they soon discovered that the abused an
outraged Juarez was 8 man ol eminent ability,
of pnswerving integrity, and u true patriot; one
who came not to destroy but to bulld up; one
who came arpcnling to the noblest feolings of
honor, and determined to maintain them to the
bitter end., From this period commenced the

«nteet revolution in sentiment that has ever
g;( n Witnessed In this part of the republic.

JUAREZ RETURN 10 CRIGUARUA.

Upon the evacuation of Chihvahua by the
French, Juarez, ever mindtul or his cause, deter.
mined ut once to return, which ke did, He lert
El Puso with sourcely an eneiny, but with many
fond regrets,

at this time, although wondered at inthe East
was not at ail surprising to us here. In the tirst
place the French troops bad been greatly de.
moralized, and desertions were so numerous that
the entire less of the army ol oceupation was at
one e teared,

The spirit of iiberty and love of free institu-
tions pervades the breasts of the French also,
and, being for the firet time o near to American
«oil, thev were determined to (nko advaniage of
the opportunity; they fled in all directions, to
Bonora, Sinalos, and a small portion came this
way. They are now scattered all over the coun-
try. About thirty reached this place, sud most
of them have enlisted in the 6th Infantry, United
States Army, stationed at Fort Bliss, They are
heartily tired of the war, and were in ecstacies
of delights at beholdivg the flug of frée America

Fiom what can be gathered from the French
deserters bere It 18 evident (hat the army gene-
rally has no beart in the war, but, on the con.
trary, are more friendly dsposed towards the
maiptepnance of free priuciples; but the iron
heel of despotism, which knows no law but
might, has thus far controlled their sentiments
and obtams by force that which it cannot accom-
pligh by an appeal to an unrestrained judgment.

SEQORD RETIREMENT OF JUAREZ FROM OHIHWARUA,

Soon after the Presldent returned to Ohihua-
hua he lewrned that the French were advaucing
aigain trom the South, with new troops, recently
arrived, w permanently occupy the place. As
he had no lorce with which to mamtuin his posi-
tion be again started for Kl Puso, and arrived
about December 14, where he still remains. The
French, before entering Obibuahua the second
time, were encountered st Paral by a detach-
mept of Mexioans, when a slight skirmish
occurred, which served to delay them tempora-
rily, and the Mexicans then retired,

he French are reported fto have in Chllns-
hua now elght hundred picked troops, aud they
are lortifying the place for permanent ocoupa-
tion. No other French troops arc in the vicinity,
the pearesi belng nt Durango, over four hundred
sulles distant,
A DIVFERENT RECEPTION AT BL PARO,

The lust arrival of the President and his re-
oafl.hn by the eltizens of El Piuso was o differ-
ent from the frst thut it is worthy of note, On
the occasion he was met outside
ot town by & oaviosde of citi-
gens, and not a few onrrisges, flled
with the alite of the place; shoats sand vivas
rent the air and grest enthusiasm prevailed.
Birce then Juarez has been gradually and surely
galving in the affections of the people, but
whether permanently or not it Is Impossible to
ni.. Buch manifesiations certainly are not dic-
tated from policy; for the Governmeat is poor,
it bas no rewards te give, but must ask nes
from its friends,

The lower order of the Mexicans are vary igun-
rant and tim , and have not swiclent
intelligence to understund or &ppreciate the
prinviples involved in the controversy; certainly

very Hitle constunoy can be o:poctad of them.
But the more intelligent classes of the commuy-
nity have displayed recently grest atfachment

ce

to Juarey, and the noble eause bhe rapresents,
Withou! doubt the poliey of the President, has
de erminat'on, and onfeitering adherener to
principle, lofcther with his unswerving faith in
ihe justics ol hls cavnke, have wronght a changze
in the minds of large numbars who were hitnerto
upniooustomed to witness such noble traits of
churacter,
LIVELY TIMES IN BT, FASO,

The town of El Paso has become rejuvinated
in & kocial point of view, It has to s gr-at ex-
tent shaken off the ancient prejudices ani ank
quated customs that have surronnded I for a
century at least. The ladios, instead of bein
baired within their respective costles, day an
wight, from the valgar gaze of mauly eyes, now
walk, ride, dance, sing, an! bave a4 good tine
penerally; o fact, at presenl, paceos ace the
order of the day, and dancing the order of the
night, On the lith of Beptember (the Mexican
Fourth of July), & grand ball was given to the
President in the house of one ol the most pro-
minent citizens—a relaifon of the aloresad
curate, and formerly suspecied ot strong Frensh
sympathies; but on this occasion all met (reely
snd cordully, and received Juarez with every
demonstration of debght,

The ball passed off with great eolal, Sinoe then
numerous parties bave been givon, nnd genlality
aud gencral good feelng are beglnning o pro-
vinl, The American oflicers and citizens irom
this side of theriver are alwavs spocially invited
and generally attend.  Thie much bas the Presi-
aent accomplished in a sooiel point ot view: he
bas grappled with lgnorance aud barst the bar
riers of an ancent but contemptible bigotry,
He is graduatly intusiog lberal priveiples where

reviously prejudice reigoed supreme. He s
aboring to kindluthe spirit of liberty and arovse
& generous emulation.  He g endeavoring to de-
stroy lgnorsnee und to establish enlightenmeont
and toleration. To agcomplisn this he is strikinz
at the root of the evil.
CHARACTER OF JUARDZ.

Our great interrnecine strugele was a oalmwity
to Mexico even more than 1o ourselves, aund its
buppy conelusion is by none more highly appre-
cluted than by President Juarez, who sees in the
result of our contest a rew era duwning for
Mexico, He ls cemphatically o representative
man, and the privciples which ne loves and
cheriches, although vindieated on other soil,
swell his 'henra. with jov and pride at the eran-
deur of our wrivmph, No one that knows him
well can fmil to admive wis eharacter, Tempora-
rily beaten, but not vanquished; poor in re
sources, but rich in the noble principles which
acewate him; occassionunlly sad, but never des
spairing nor doubting, he presenta a remarkable
example of tortitude snd endurance under eir-
cumstances that would pall the stoutest heart,

THS CABINET MINISTERS

are ulso men of great abilivy and eminent caps
city, Senor Lerdo de Tejuda, Secretary of State,
has been for years one of the most prominent
men in Mexico, and for quickne-s of perception
and penetrating discernment has no superior io
the countrf.

Benor Iglesins is the Seeretary of the Treasury,
but as that institotion is not plethorie at the
iresent time s duties wre not very onerous.

e is a gentleman of fine attalnmen's and ex-
alted patriotism. He is laboring assiduously to
replenish the exchequer, and if he suceeseds will
hove sccomplished more than evena Chase or
MeCulloch is capable of,

At the present time Senor Iglesias is trans.
lating the President’s message into Spanish,
that it mey be extensively ciroulated. President
Juarez is much pleaged with the document, par-
ticularly the reference to the Monroe doctrine,
He has great hopes of ultimate assistance trom
the United Sinies; he considers it inevitable;
nud ng the Government has alwavs mmntaned
this dectrine inviolable heretofore, it is reason-
ably expected that it will never depart from the
course of action so generally pursued.

JUARREZ'S PORCES,

Juarez hns with bim about five houndred men,
officers and soldiers. Thoey are at presont quar
tered on the plaza in Bl Pase, and are dally per-
forming millary excrcises—drilling, and evi:
dentiy preﬁunne for something, Tt is under-
stood that he has now In this vicinity one thou-
sand eight hundred men, who are being rapidly
put in & state of ciliewency, Bince theiwr last re-
turn they have 1 completely fittea ont with
clothing from the sutler's store om this side ol
the river, and pressnl a very respectabie ap.
[senramri-. us most of the clothing consists of

Inited States uniforms, They might be takoa
tor Uncle Bam's veritables.

THE FRENCH FORCES AT OHIRUAHUA.

A large portion of General Patonl's troaps are
still hovering aronnd in the vicimty of Chihua-
hua endenvoring to cut the communiecations of
the French with Durango. Itis rumored that
Zacatecns ia in possession of the Liberals alsn,
The President has no fear of the advaosce of the
French to this point. As they are fortilyin
Chihuahua, it i not probable that they wi
muke itheir upruarnnoe here, but are rather
content to bold what they have. If they
come they will be warmly received hy the
troops in El Paso, most of whom are veterans of
the war, and s they are being rapldly equipped
they cian make a good fght; besides, nearly all
the Americans hereabouta are likewiss ready to
tuke a hand, and as most of them ara discharged
Ca:ilgmla volunteers, they are not to be de-
spleed.

THE CHAMPIONBHIP MATUH BROKEN OFF,

The proposed mateh for the pugilstic cham-
pionghip of the United States, between John
Woods, of Boston, and William M. Davis, of Call-
foruia, has been brought to a close by an Unex-
pected difficulty between the parties as to the
place of the fight,. Woods objected to fighting
